The rising in win- 
ter indicates frost; and in frosty weather, if} 
the mercury falls three or four divisions, 
there will fullow a thaw; but if in a contin- 
ucd frost, snow may be expected. | 

When foal weather happens soon after 
the falling of the mercury, it will not be of | 
long duration; nor are we to expect a con- | 
tinvance of fair weather, when it soon suc- 
ceeds the rising of the quicksilver. If, 
in foul weather, the mercury rises consider- 
ably, and continues rises for three or four 
days before the foul weather is over, a con-| 
tinaance of fair weather may be expected to;

Of Mr. John Perham, Lyndeborough, a 
box of fine sweet apples,called John's Sweet- 
ing. Mr. P. states that they are early and 
great bearers. They bear earlier than the 
Baldwin, when grafted at the same time. 
Itis fit to use ia the fall, and continues 
good thr ough the winter. 

These apples are of a large size, very 
fair, and quite handsome, being of a yellow 
color striped with red. In size form and 
color, some of them resemble the Hubbard- 
ston Nonsuch, The quality is very good, 
being very sweet and of a pleasant flavor; 
good as a desert frait, and excellent for bak- 
ing. We should think this variety worthy 
of cultivation. 

Of Mr. Richard Breed, Lynn,specimens of 
apples from the orchard of Aza Allen, Eliot 
Me., which he says is a natural fruit, one 
of the best cooking apples, a good bearer, 
and a hardy tree. These apples are now in 
their prime, being a late fall and early win- 
ter fruit.

Having had 
some experience on reclaiming swamp land, 
|fremark, Mr, Todd has not given us the 
| character of his swamp meadow, whether 
its soil is deep or shallow, lovel or descend- 
ing, as much depends on the character of 
swamp land to make good meadows, 

In the first place it must be properly 
drained in that way most convenient; as the 
water ought not to stand on the surface any 
length of time, aftera sain. If the soil is 
deep, I should make the surface entirely 
smooth for the scythe, and then cover it 
over with coarse gravel, sand and loam, in 
equal parts. Say, go intoa knoll and take 
it down any depth convenient, and cart it 
or sled it on, and spread it over a sufficient 
quantity to cover the swamp grass or sur- 
face, very thin, taking care to cover up all; 
then spread on fifleen or twenty ‘loads of 
good stable dung or 45 barrels of fish, forty 
barrela stacked in loom; (I should prefer the 
fish stacked in loom,) with one peck of herd, 
grass, and one bushel of red topseed to the 
acre. The best time to do this is from the 
20th of August to the 20th of September, 
and I will ensure a good and a desirable 
meadow, with a slight top dressing once in 
two years. Large gravel and stones should 
be beaten down level with the surface, with 
a mall. Small stoges are an advantage to 
deep swamps, as they are conductors of 
heat in warm weather. 

In the second place, if the mud is from 
six to ten inches deep spread on more loam, 
j and less stones or coarse gravel, and ma- 
| nure and seed as above; and if the mud is 
| very shallow, and the land descending so 
as to be drained, take out all the stones, if 
any, and clear it for the plough; aad plough

Potato Disease, 

Messrs. Editors:—For two years 1 have 
carefully read every article in your paper 
upon the potato rot, mach from other pa- 
pers, and much from the Commissioner of 
Patents Report for 1845. JT have experi- 
mented with fine charcoal, ashes, and salt; 
and with salt, ashea, and plaster mixed— 
all have entirely failed, and I am opinion 
that no writer has yet given the 1eal cause 
of the rot, nor as yet suggested a remedy. 
From observations made by myself and oth- 
ers, | have come to the conclusion that the 
apparent cause will be found in excessive 
wet and heat acting together at a farticular 
stage of the growth of the potato, perhaps 
aided also by electricity or some other agent 
not known to me. 

Iu 1845 we lost nearly half our crop of 
potatoes here, excepting Early Blues and 
other early varieties, which were ripe and 
the tops dead in Anugast. In 1846 all our 
early potatoes were seriously affected, the 
loss upon the wet flat lands being mach 
greater than apon dry lands, and the wet- 
est parts of fields entirely destroyed, while 
the dryer parts were but slightly injured; 
but our late potatoes, the great mass, were 
not injured at all, excepting in bollows and

September which was yery wet and unusu- 
ally warm, during which the rot com- 
menced, In 1846 July was very wet and 
warm upto the 22d, (the season two or 
three weeks earlier than usual,) when the 
dry weather set in and continued until the 
potatoes were dng. About the 20th of July, 
1846, the early potatoes, Early Blues, com- 
menced rotting, and the disease progressed 
rapidly, until checked apparently by the 
dry weather. , I have no doubt had it con- 
tinued wet and warm, that the rot would 
have continued; and had warm wet -weath- 
er occurred a few weeks later, ae in 1845, 
the result would have been the same as 
in 1845. 

I perceive from the late papers from Eng- 
land, that it is believed there, that the dry 
weather arrested the rot; and as before 
stated it was so apparent here that none are 
skeptical enough to doubt it. There are 
two other facts connected with the opinions 
| put forth upon this subject which caine un- 
der my observation worthy of some reflec. 
tion, and having a bearing upen the subject. 

In 1845 three fields were dug here in Oc- 
tober, the vines green, bright, and healthy, 
and the potatoes apparently sound, but all 
were attacked in the cellar and one half 
rotted. The best crops this season here,

The Whortleberry. 

The swamp whortleberry is capable of 
successfui introduction into garden culture. 
A gentleman in Wayne county, Michigan, 

| has a little whortleberry tree growing in his 

garden which was transplanted from a 
| marsh about ten years ago. It is about ten 
‘feet high. and about an inch and half in di- 
; ameter at the root. It stands in a rich, ¥/ 
| sandy, upland soil. The fruit is improved 
|in size, and is equal in flavor to that pro- 
| daced in the swamps. ‘The yield is said 
| to be more abundant and more certain. — 
The tree is watered daily in very dry 
| weather, and perhaps might do wel! with- 
joutit. If efforts to cultivate in a dry soil 
| be not successful, a more moist one might 
| be tried. ‘The smaller variety, growing on 
| the openings, might be tried. They proba- 
| bly would flourish as well with the same 
| treatment, as currant bushes, and surely 
| this delicious fruit is worth rescuing from 
| the extinction that seems to await it; for it 
is mach more palatable than than the cur- 
rant, and requires less sweetening. [Vt. 
Chronicle. 


How to Destroy Lice on Cattle—A 
number of years since I had a lot of calves 
that I found were very lousy. I bad fre- 
quently heard it said that bulls were never 
lousy, and could assign no other reason than 


ing it over their bodies. I took my wheel- 
barrow fall of sand and sprinkled it over the 
entire body of the calves; and in abouta 
week afier repeated the same. A few days 
after, I made a thorough search and could 
find no Iice at all. 

My neighbors and myself have tried this 
remedy several times since the above ex- 
periment was made, and find it to answer 
the purpose. [Genesee Farmer.
